Thie goes for principles. New ideas and their application remain. The 

secretary general of this "reflective association", Paul Hoarau, alluded 
to them on Tuesday during the course of a presse conference devoted to the 
role which, according to him, our island in the Indian Ocean should play 


“Reunion lives on two axes: one French and European; the other Indian and 
Oceanic. It cammot choose one or the other. And I would even say that if 
{t were asked to make such a choice, it would actually be its African and 
Indian Oceanic character which would finally prevail. But Reunion's 
interests and feelings make it imperative for it to live on two axes which 
means that today it cannot remain indifferent to what is happening all 
around it. It cammot continue to rely totally on its governmnnt to insure 
ite future. It has an active role to play in this connection as regards 
ite aspirations and interests. Especially no indifference. Why can it 
not treat iteelf to the luxury (as it could very well) of “remaining 
quietly under its coconut tree? Because others do not wish it to remain 
quiet, states Paul Horarau. And he explains “the organization of African 
nity and later the Arab League, the organization of the non-aligned 
countries have entered the problem of Reunion in their agenda. They will 
increasingly maintain elements in the interior of the country in order to 
accomplish their objective. Besides, in Reunion's domestic plan the 














situation is euch that these, let us cal) them "international subversive 
elements" could probably find agente on the spot. If only for this reason 
the people of Reunion cannot say "we are indifferent", nor "we are relying 
exclusively on the state". 


"Unquestionably, the role, the function of the state is to insure the Nation's 
territorial integrity and therefore to keep Reunion in the national ensemble. 
But the world being what it is, it could happen that external and internal 
oreasures would influence the estate to take measures in the name of the vest 
incerests of the Nation which would force Reunion out of the National 

French Community". 


However, the state officials having anticipated such a hypothesis (which is 
only a epeculation) have said to the Reunion population: "here is the 
solution Lf the case should arise: the state not being able to assume the 
responsibility of dealing with the territorial integrity of the nation, the 
sovereign people would be consulted". 


According to him such a perspective must be envisaged "in order to find out 
the consequences and learn the duties which would ensue for us. We will 
have to be worthy of being French. If we are passive and do nothing to 
mer{‘t it, why should che others be more "royalist" than we are?" Referring 
.o “Memortes of Hope" (Memoires d'Espoir) by General de Gaulle, Paul Hoarau 
cecalls that "national unity is a perpetual action". All the more reason 
for us who are 10,000 kilometers from the national sanctuary... After all 
why should a government be at the service of a population, a people who 
wish to belong to it but who nevertheless feel that it bears no respon- 
sibility and does not have to make any effort?" 


Real responsibility. This effort, in his eyes, rests on the necessity for 
Reunion to be France's image vis-s-vis the Indian Oc.an and the African 
countries...it also consists in being equally the Indian, Oceanic and 
African sensitivity within the national French community with respect to 
the Nation's responsible organizations. This is a fascinating responsi- 
oility. If they become aware of this we will not be able to say that the 
people of Reunion are eternally on relief, the big children who have to 

-e cared for. On the contrary, the Nation would recognize that they are 
responsible for themselves. 





The secretary general of the progress committee considers further that 
Zeunion cannot be "a sort of extra-uterine French fetus which is feeding 
exclusively through the mother country's cord". On the other hand, its 
inhabitants must become the artisans of interwoven relations between France 
anc the region as a whole". This would present two advantages. Not only 
uld thas attitude give France "a solid position in the region" but it 
would also allow the people of Reunion to develop interesting relations. 
Such a project (which must not appear as a sort of complicity, a new French 
‘~perialism) would have at its disposal some appreciable trump cards. 








Madagascar, the Seychelles, the Comoro Islands, the Mauritius island, 
rancophone countries, have retained their ties with ue and they will never 
‘ieappear", First the economic problem must be solved. However, many 
handicaps exist: France's colonial past, the mistrust of the people who 
have acceeded to independence, (a mistrust fostered sometimes by other 
imperialistic systems) as well aa the remarks of some "good friends" who 
-ounsel the government to "get rid of all this". 


‘We have two remedies" continued Paul Horarau. In the firet place "the 
people of Reunion must be the ones to say to the international community:

“ymall problem" which exists between France and the Seychelles must “not 
be dramatized”. “Things should be settled by government to government and 
pot by more or less cogent intermediaries. The Mauritius Island? 


Paul Hoarau wishes that in 4 epirit of concerted action France should 
“eatcrongly” aid thie ieland to get out of this embarrasing position. Which 
allows him to recall that the progress committee proposes that « meaningful 
‘conomic and cultural committee “be created between Mauritius, the Seychelles 
end heunion. While the Comoro Islands should be "met", Macagascar remains 
in hie opinion “a country which is feeling ite way". “This is not accom- 
plished without help, without burs. But let us know how to respect their 
efforts. To find themeelves again. This is not our business. But it is 
‘mportant that more new fruitful relations be renewed". “Presented as a 
werewolf" OAU should finally not “be treated globally". The people of 
Reunion could explain its position before this organization. And in 
conclusion “the latter's vocation is to open up the world".

FSTABLISHMENT OF OAU SECURITY COUNCIL ADVOCATED

Text) Presidente Limann of Ghana and Siaka Stevens of Sierra Leone have 
called on the Organization of African Unity to set up a permanent OAU 
Security Council to deal with euch conflicts ase the factional fighting in 
Chad. 


The two leaders are of the view that a permanent OAU Security Council 
would respond epeedily and decisively to unforeseen situations which 
could threaten the peace, security, and stability of the African continent. 


Their proposal came in a communique at the end of President Limann's two- 
dav visit to Sierra Leone. 


An OAU Security Council is a good idea. As 4 permanent establishment, the 
Security Council would replace the appointment of special mediation teams 
every time a crisis occurs between African countries. 


Since the Angolan crisis occurred, first between the MPLA and FNLA-UNITA, 
and then between the Legitimate MPLA Government and the invading troops of 
the apartheid South African regime, several sore crisis have occurred. 


The invasion of Ethiopia by Somali Government forces came, and the OAU 

was nowhere in a position to do anything about it. The Ethiopian Government 
had to call in foreign advisers to build up a People's Militia to beat 

back the invaders. 


The Shaba Province crisis between the Zaire national army and a contingent 
of 7airese guerrillas had to be fought out in open war. This, too, was 
quelied only by foreign troops. 


What is happening in Chad now is only another upheaval in a long chain 
of crteie before which the OAU etands virtually lame. 


Tanzania and Uganda clashed several times before they settled down, per- 
petually training guns on each other across the border until Amin's 
shapelese regime wae ended last May.

Why should 60 many inter-African disagreements be settied only on the 
battlefield? Because there is no forum at which warewar could be replaced 
by jaw= jaw, 


No one wante war, it ie not a pleasant thing even for the victor or the 
atronger side So every side in 4a war-bound dispute would gladly put the 
load before « mediating body tf such a body te permanent and recourse 

to ite services is mandatory. 


Nobody wants to be called a coward, but nobody wante to fight, either. 
That is why a permanent establishment like the UN Security Council has 
come ae a welcome body for all those who want to appear brave but do not 
want to fieht. 


There each side takes his case, shouts {ire and brimetone at the other 
across the Security Council Chairman's desk, gets out of air and sits 
down. 


Then the Security Council men applaud each side's valour, albeit jaw- jaw, 
telle one aide that it has been too impetuous in taking a particular 
action, and blames the other side for overreacting. 


Thue each side's pride ta eaved, and they go home to come back another 
dav, no side feel ing defeated or belittied. 


The point is that so long as 4 body exists before which a nation is 
obliged to take ite complaints before thinking of war, ware will be pre- 
vented as much as possible. 


The OAU needa such a body in order to prevent the tragic drama of the 
sort unfolding in Chad right now. If an OAU Security Council had existed, 
the Chadian factions would most probably be fighting it out across the 

floor with bet words inetead of the slaughter that is being enacted now.

,Text]) The repatriation of refugees from i sanbiqvue wi | begin again to- 
day, a senior Department of Social Affairs official said yesterday. 


The cepatriation of the remaining 145 000 Zimbabwean reiugees still in Mo- 
zambique was stopped before the election to allow staff at the Toronto re- 
ception centre outside Umtali to be deployed on other duties. 


Yesterday the spokesman at the camp said 1 000 people a day would be ar- 
‘ving from today. Extensive improvements have been made to the reception 
centre, including an enlarged medical centre where an ambulance will be sta- 

tioned. 


The epokesman said it was expected that many of the returning refugees 
would initially be women, children and older people, including some dis- 
abled. 


Tr could not be ascertained whether they would be subjected to screening 
procesees=-ase in the past, but the spokesman said he thought they would 
merely be searched at the security points. 


“he Herald's Bulawayo correspondent quoted a United Nations High Commission 
‘or Refugees spokesman as hoping the repatriation of 20 000 refugees 

etill in Zambia would re-start “in the first week in May"~<and that this 
would be accomplished at the rate of 1 000 a day. 


But o spokesman for the Department of Social Affairs said the Zambian ex- 
ercise might have to be delayed until the Gwaai River Mine reception centre 
reverted to ite original use as a refugee centre.

(Text South Africa would see black and white Zimbebweine successfully 
living and working together as a sign of hope, the Dutch Minister of Over- 
seas Development, Mr J, de Koning, said on Saturday night. 


In an interview with the Salisbury-based correspondent for Radion Avro in 
the Netherlands, Mre Mirjam van den Bergh, Mr de Koning said the success 
would be “very important for the whole of Africa, an’ would mean a lot 
for South Africa”. 


“If it doean't work, then South Africa will see it not as a sign of hope 
but as a warning sign.” 


Mr de Koning eaid the Dutch grant of $7 million of aid co Zimbabwe had war- 
ranted the establishment of the embassy in Salisbury last week. 


He eaid he had been on a low-level flight on Saturday to Gokwe and Kariba 
with officiale of the Ministry of Agriculture and had been able to “gain 

@ very good impression of the disparity in the standards of black and white 
farming areas". 


“It can be seen from the air that a lot has to be done for the African 
areas to bring them up to a higher standard and make it possible for the 
people to have a better way of life," he said. 


"Tt will be very interesting for the Netherlands to help in this respect.” 


Mr de Koning told the interviewer that if whites in the “modern sector of 
the country" continued to help under-developed areas, Zimbabwe could play 
a very important role in Southern Africa. 


Zimbabwe wae on the same level of advancement as South Africa, and coun- 
tries such as Mozambique, Zambia, Tanzania and Angola, who were dependent 
on that country, could now “orientate themselves with independent Zimbabwe". 
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"That means Zimbabwe can now take over al) sorte of functions from South 
Africa. Once again, everything depends on cooperation between blacks and 
whites in this country,” said Mr de Koning, 


Mr de Koning said the minly black subsistence farming sector would have 
to be “developed and modernised" for an even distribution of produce from 
black and white farmers. 


Thie would be a gigantic task and would take a lot of energy to achieve. 

"Tt don't think any result will be achieved by abolishing the developed sec- 
tor. If that is done then Zimbabwe will fall back to the estate it was in 
many decades ago," eaid Mr de Koning. 


He said the Netherlands Government would be happy to assist the Zimbabwe 
Government in ite job, but only if this was the intention of Mr Mugabe.

INDIAN OCEAN COOPERATION=-A development conference of states in the wes- 
tern Indian Ocean has ended here with a recommendation that they co-operate 
in fisheries, shipping, telecommunications end social development. The 
conference was organised by the European Common Market for members of the 
Lome Convention area.

NO ZIMBABWE-MOZAMBIQUE UNION--The Ministry of Foreign Affairs yesterday 
clarified weekend reports quoting the Minister, Mr Simon Mzenda, as saying 
Zimbabwe would move towa:ide a political union with Mozambique. A spokes- 
man yesterday moved to correct a "misunderstanding" arising from an inter- 
view with the Minister by the Mozambique news agency, AIM, lana reports.

They are 
afflicted with a disease called parasitism which can only be cured with 
a good hoe put in their hands to discover that after all there are those 
who even take work seriously.

in shock began to arrive and no one wae there to take care of the important 
work of admittance and consequent treatment and medication. The patients 
and their escoite waited and waited but no receptionist appeared to take 
care Of the paper work. The waiting dragged on and there was neither 
sight nor sownd of the receptionist. A wave of indignation finally 
etupted among all those who were patiently waiting there. They finally 
decided that someone would have to admit the patients with or without 
papers. The injured simply could not suffer long and endless delays. 
After a sharp exchange of words between the clinic officials and the public, 
a male nuree decided to act as receptionist to calm their flaring anger. 


What would happen if, for example an FAPLA combatant, stationed in Calau 
or in Kuito, should leave his sentinel's post only because he was not 
replaced? it would be allowing outsiders to attack us during the lull.

THOSE SENTENCED TO DEATH SEEM ‘TO SERVE AS SCAPROGOATS'

[Text] Bangui--Since 18 February the Bangui Criminal Court has been in 
seasion in a supercharged atmoephere in the All Sporte Stadium in the 
capital of the Central African Republic. Three thousand persons are 
jammed into this place which witnessed in December 1977 the grotesque 
ceremonial feaste of the coronation of Bokasea. Thirty-four men and 
women (among the latter Mme Elizabeth Domitien, ex-prime minister) must 
appear before thie tribunal. A number that at firet sight appears too 
emall to include all the accomplices of Bokassa, perpetrators of crimes 
and extortione. 


Six death sentences vere pronounced to the crowd's applause: 


~-Jean-Bruno Dedeavode, son-in-law of Bokasea, general practice physician 
at Bangui Hospital, for giving a lethal injection to an infant born the 
day following ite father's execution. 


~-Jean-Pierre Inga, ex-lieutenant colonel, for assassinations, attempted 
murders, etc. 


~=-Joseph Mokoa, ex-captain, commandant of the sinister Ngaraba Prison. 


--Chief Warden Joseph Baissea and Private Serge Koba, subordinates of Mokoa, 
for dozens of surders. 


-~Joseph Nayomokolat, ex- general of army corps for assassination of two 
children. 


To be eure, these death sentence candidates are not exactly subordinate 
accomplices. Their titles, but for two of them, testify to that. And 
the list is undoubtedly not yet closed. Yet the impression remains that 
they are serving as scapegoats. And the Nemesis of Bangui, victimized 
and frustrated, ie perhaps contemplating a brutal recurn. The sentences 
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meted out by the Criminal Court, a8 well ae the restricted selection of 
these found guilty, can do no more than fool the very rare individuals 
with nothing on their conecience in the matter of compromise with the 
former tyrant. And above all, the shadow of the great Absent One hovers 
over these hearings, the one who knows everything. "As long as Bokassa 
ia atill alive, we will not be safe,” ao confided the general secretary 
of the government to Philippe Decraene, of the daily LE MONDE.

FRENCH FINANCING AGREEMENT--On Saturday, 16 February 1980, the president 

of the Transition Government of National Union, Mr Goukouni Oueddei and 

the French ambassador to Chad, Mr Marcel Beaux, signed a financing agree- 
ment in the amount of 76 million CFA francs, intended to help in fighting 
Chad's major endemic diseases. This financing is part of the steps taken 
since 1959 by the French Republic to help in the fight against Chad's 

major endemic diseases. It puts in concrete form the renewing of the ef- 
fort accomplished in this area by the Fund for Aid and Cooperation, which 
has continued to grow since 1973. The use of this aid amounting to 76 mil- 
lion CFA francs should permit the competent Chadian services to acquire 
almost all of the operating means and techniques they need (transportation, 
equipment, medicines, vaccines, equipment for preservation, etc...). It 
will permit, as in former years, assuring the mobility of teams active in 
the fight against the major endemic diseases in the field and supplying 
them with vaccines and medicines.

LIFE, PROBLEMS LN MORONI DESCRIBED 

Paris DEMAIN L'AFRIQUE in French 10 Mar 80 p 72 
[Article by Jean-Philippe Riviere: "Life in Moroni") 
(Text) "Our islands are very poor but not unhappy." 


The leaders of the Federal and Islamic Republic of the Comoro Islands like 
to repeat the above sentence. Mr. Said Café, the minister of commerce and 
finance, is quoted as saying: "Conditions have been improving somewhat 
since May 1978, but we still have enormous difficulties. Our first budget 
was voted on just a few weeks ago; it amounts to 3 billion francs." 


The fall of Mr. Ali Soilih's government in May 1978--which resuited from a 
coup organized by the first president of the Comoro Islands, Mr. Ahmed 
Abdallah, with the help of mercenaries--had indeed made it possible to 
reinstate some links between Moroni and its former colonial parent state. 
And the cancellation of the "Comoro Island debt" by Paris in May 1979 
represented a healthy "dose of oxygen" which was obviously wel! r ceived 
by those responsible for the archipelago's economy; however, this did not 
erase the remainder of the indebtedness left by Mr. Ali Soilih's regime, 
estimated at 5 billion francs. 


The current development plan (1978-1982) aims to achieve self-sufficiency 
in foodstuffs and improve the unfavorable trade balance. This task is by 
no means simple on the four islands of the archipelago, namely the Great 
Comoro Island (1,148 sq km and 190,000 inhabitants), Anjouan (359 sq km 
and 140,000 inhabitants), Mayotte (375 sq km and 47,000 inhabitants and 
Mohéli (290 sq km and 10,000 inhabitants)--totalling 397,000 inhabitants-- 
where agriculture forms the very basis of the economy, employing 90 percent 
of the working population. 


According to Mr Ahmed Abdallah "We are a moderate and liberal country, and 
the period of expropriations and nationalizations is over." Thus, the 
period has come to an end during which the “revolutionary committees" were 
given the task of managing the large estates which have since been returned 
to their owners. Even so, the overall situation of this Indian Ocean 
archipelago has hardly improved. 
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The arable land which is frequently Limited by rugged terrain allows some 
cultivation of foodstuffs (manioc, mountain rice, sweet potatoes, plantains, 
corn, yams), which do not suffice to satisfy the food requirements of the 
archipelago. Furthermore, the scarcity of livestock, coupled with a dramatic 
water shortage (except on the ieland of Anjouan) forces the archipelago 

to import heavily. Every year more than 4 billion france must be set aside 
for imports in general (500 million of which is for petroleum products and 
/50 million for the import of rice, meat and dairy products). 


Clove, ylang-ylang, vanilla and copra make up 97 percent of all exports 

and bring in some 2.5 billion france year after year. Coffee, pepper, 
cinnamon, as well as various essential oils (cassia, orange, palmarosa, 
orange-leaf o1fl, etc.), are other small products destined for export. 
Although last year's sales of vanilla (550 tons in 1979, compared with 635 
cons in 1978, representing 49 percent of the export value) and copra (1,946 
tons, representing 6 percent of the export value) were good, this is not 

so in the case of essential oils. With its annual gross production figure 
of 5,200 tons of ylang-ylang, yielding 60 tons of oil, the archipelago 
surely is the world's leading producer of this essential oil; however, as is 
the case with the other products of this type, their price largely depends 
on the good will of the buyers, i.e. the European and American perfumers. 





The economy of the Comoro Islands which had already been exposed to many 
risks was severely jolted by the sudden rupture in their traditional trade 
relations with the big neighboring island of Madagascar. 


There the problem is political, as the presence of mercenaries in the 
Comoro Islands is not particularly pleasing to Tananarivo. 


By financing various projects (completion of infrastructure for highways 

and for the airport at Yayaha on Great Comoro, feasibility studies for a 
harbor on the island of Anjouan, drilling for water supply, various types 

of assistance concerning technical cooperation), the Kuwait development 
fund, the Abu-Dhabi fund, and Saudi Arabia have "shown sympathy" in response 
ro the Abdallah government's appeals. The total foreign aid extended to 
voroni since the current president returned to power amounts to 158 billion 
francs, more than half of which comes from the Gulf states. It should be 
noted that these organizations and countries are currently expecting some 
developments which may affect the likelihood of their being asked for so- 
called “extensions. It would seem, according to various diplomatic sources, 
chat everyone is expecting to see France--recipient of 58 percent of the 
archipelago's exports and provider of 41 percent of its imports--end its 
dispute concerning Mayotte. 





Will the present government be up to its task? At any rate nothing can 
change the fact that the young generation of the Comoro Islands-~almost 

55 percent of their population is less than 21 years old--will not be 
satisfied simply by reassuring declarations. They will judge the government 
by its results.

CABINET DECIDES ON AUSTERITY MEASURES DURING ECONOMIC CRISIS 
Brazzaville ETUMBA in French 1 Mar 80 pp l, 3 


[Excerpts] After his return from Libreville, Gabon, on the evening of 

27 February, President Denis Sassou-Nguesso presided the very next day 
over an important meeting of the Council of Ministers at the Brazzaville, 
Mpila, Secretariat General of the Presidency of the Central Committee of 
the PCT [Congolese Labor Party]. 


From this meeting emerged important decisions in consonance with the logic 
of the resolutions of the Third Extraordinary Congress of the PCT. Follow- 
ing is the statement made to the press on Thursday, 28 February 1980, by 
Major Florent Ntsiba, member of the Political Bureau of the PCT Central 
Committee, head of the Department of Propaganda, Press and Information, 
minister of information and of posts and telecommunications. 


"The meeting was held from 0915 to 1610 in the auditorium of the Secre- 
tariat General of the Presidency of the Central Committee, under the direc- 
tion of Comrade Denis Sassou Nguesso, president of the PCT Central Commit- 
tee, President of the Republic, Chief of State and president of the Council 
of Ministers. During this weekly session the Council of Ministers had to 
examine a series of files, within a very tight agenda. And here are the 
essential points of certain conclusions that crowned the fruitful debates 
of this day. 


"Examination of the first point of the agenda provided occasion for the 
Council of Ministers to review application of the resolution of the Third 
Extraordinary Congress entitled: ‘Resolution on immediate measures to be 
applied in this period of economic crisis.' 


"And, concerned over the recession which our country is going through at 
present, those attending the congress of 26 March [1979] did not fail to 
proclaim a group of austerity measures. 


"It is the basic meaning of this accomplishment which we once again take 
up here: 
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"'——Considering the absolute necessity for a country engaged in building 
socialism to agree to lead, especially during the first years of this 
effort, a life of austerity, voluntarily accepted at all levels, with the 
goal of guaranteeing the victory of the revolution; 


"'.-considering that the serious economic crisis which the People's Repub- 
lic of Congo is going through at present cannot be overcome in the inter- 
est of our revolution unless the Congolese people as a whole and the work- 
ers in particular consciously agree to undertake positive acts contribut- 
ing concretely to the recovery of the national economy; 


"'--<considering that in order to develop this commendable enthusiasm for 
emerging from the present economic crisis, an enthusiasm already shown at 
the level of the Congolese workers by contributions to the solidarity 
fund, the party and state officials ought to be the first to set an exam- 
ple for persuading all the rest of the Congolese people to persevere in 
the way set from now on and to agree to collective sacrifices which are 
indispensable for pulling the People's Republic of Congo out of the eco- 
nomic crisis already mentioned: 

"'-<the Third Extraordinary Congress of the PCT, having met from 26 to 

30 March 1979, recommends to the party and government the energetic applica- 
tion, strict and without fail, of the following austerity measures which 

can create conditions favorable to the deployment of labor and to the re- 
covery of the Congolese economy.' 


"In brief, certain measures linked to this resolution have already been 
put into application (this is the case for provisions contained in the 
Declaration of 12 December 1975), prohibiting the holding of political and 
trade union meetings other than those registered in the command centers 
outside normal work hours, reduction of the number of holidays observed 
with grandiose demonstrations, which also lead to days missed from work 
and paid for, etc.... 


"Continuing its deliberation in this sense today, the Council of Ministers 
decided on the payment by management personnel of a contractual sum for 
certain services, which up to now they received free: water, electricity, 
telephone, rent. A later decree will spell out all the practical provi- 
sions connected with this measure. 


"In addition, the council decided on the transfer to st ite enterprises, 
semipublic organizations, offices, social security organizations, banks, 
insurance companies and mixed economy holdings, of officials and con- 
tractual agents of the state on detached service with said companies, 
offices and public organizations. 


"According to the terms of this decision, the officials and contractual 
agents of the state on detached service in state enterprises, offices, 
semipublic organizations or social security organizations, banks, insur- 
ance companies and mixed economy companies are struck off the public list 
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and assigned to the enterprises, companies, offices, organizations and 
public organizations. However, these provisions do not apply to those 
high officiale on detached service to insure functions of public inter- 
est. Aseignment to the respective economic unit ise subordinated in this 
case to agreement of the interested parties after a period of activity 

in the enterprise of at least 2 years. The interested parties will form 
from now on an integral part of the body of personnel of the enterprises, 
companies and organizations specified above, and will be covered under 

the special insurance provisions of Ordinance 10/71 of 4 May 1971 concern- 
ing inetitution of a system of pension insurance."

ZIMBABWE LESSON: DON'T PLAY FAVORITES; LET P’OPLE CHOOSE

[Editorial: “Lesson from Zimbabwe" ] 


[Text] A new state this week joins the community of independent nations 
when the Union Jack is finally and legally lowered in Rhodesia and the 
Republic of Zimbabwe comes into being. 


It will be a memorable occasion this Wednesday night not only in humble 
hamlets in Zimbabwe but also in Zambia and Mozambique, two countries into 
which the seven-year guerrilla war spilled over. It will be an equally 
memorable occasion in Salisbury, Maputo Lusaka and most of all in Whitehall. 


The reasons for these fond and perhaps even tearful moments will be the 
realization that the agonizing period of war, bitterness and humiliation 
are finally over. The bureaucrats in Whitehall will particularly be 
pleased not only because they will finally have removed the millstone of 
the rebel Rhodesian colony from around their necks. 


But there also is another reason for jubilation in Whitehall. Never before 
in the history of colonization, and eventual decolonization, has the 
colonizing power presided over an independence ceremony following such a 
bitter way and in a mood of reconciliation like the one that prevails in 
Rhodesia today. 


It is inevitable, therefore, that a great deal of wordage will be devoted 
to recalling the bitterness of the war and the magnanimity of Prime 
Minister elect Robert Mugabe, who has shown no sense of recrimination since 
winning the elections outright in February. 


What is most likely to be overlooked is any discussion of the lessons to 
be learned from the Rhodesian conflict. Sure, the Whites will be reminded 
of their evils and the South Africans will be told that Africans there 
will also become independent of the White minority some day. This kind 

of talk, however, is petty. 
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Firat of all, the now passing Rhodesian situation is pregnant with lessons 
not only for States but aleo for individuale. During the period of agita- 
tion in Rhodesia and eventual war, individuale and heade of governments 
took it upon themselves to decide who should eventually rule Rhodesta, 


While it ta true that the Zimbabwean nationaliate had their differences, 

it ie true too that individuale with vested interests aggravated them by 
openly taking eides. This led to superficial portrayals of the nationalist 
personalities. 


Those individuals, etill in the corridors of power all over the world, 
have now found themselves in the embarrassing position of admitting that 
Mugabe for one was not what they thought and said he was. Who will now 
pay for the damage their views caused to Zimbabweans? 


Nowhere was the idea of playing God as far as who was best to lead Zimbabwe 
more pronounced than in the so-called Frontline States--Tanzania, Mozambique, 
Zambia, Angola and Botswana. It is, therefore, here that the lesson should 
be taken most seriously for these States still have a role to play in the 
liberation of South Africa. 


Mugabe has already set an example to be followed. To his independence 
celebrations, Mugabe hae invited representatives of the African National 
Congress (ANC) and the Pan-African Congress (PAC), both nationalist organ- 
izations from South Africa. 


The leaders of the Frontline States, and other African States for that 
matter, are known to have their favorite among the two. Mugabe, too, has 
hie, but he appears to realize that selective recognition of liberation 
movement leaders is detrimental to their struggle. If African leaders 
learn anything while they are in Salisbury (or maybe Harare) it may be 
that those fighting for their freedom are the best suited to determine who 
their leaders will be.

FISH PRODUCTION INCREASE PLANNED 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 9 Apr 80 p 32 


[Text] Kenya caught 50,000 tonnes of fish from all fishing areas in the 
country last year which contributed Sh. 300 million to the Gross Domestic 
Product. 


About 90 percent of the total fish output was caught from inland waters. 
This was said by Mr J. G. Shamala, Permanent Secretary in the Environment 
and Natural Resources Ministry, in a speech read on his behalf by the 
assistant director of fisheries, Mr A. S. Oburu, who was opening a fisheries 
officers’ course at Matuga Development Centre yesterday. 


Mr Shamala said the production was still far below what the country could 
produce considering the vast fishing ground available. He said Kenya 
had a total of 538,000 sq. km. of fishing area of which more than 10,000 
aq. km. wae covered by inland water surfaces. "The area is capable of 
producing more than 150,000 tonnes of fish per year," he said. 


Mr Shamala said despite considerable inputs, fish production was not 
improving. The current marine catch had been going on for years, he said. 


He said the Ministry intended to double the present level of fish produc- 
tion in the next decade. To make this possible, Mr Shamala said, fisher- 
men would receive better and more effective equipment to boost their catch. 


"The Ministry has already initiated the necessary actions aimed at achieving 
these objectives," Mr Shamala said. 


The course participants were also addressed by the Coast assistant director 
of fisheries, Mr J. S. Mumba, who said more attention would be paid to 
local fishermen to help improve and increase their output. 


He praised the Government for organizing seminars for fisheries officers 
to make them more efficient.

OIL SHORTAGE DENIAL=-Farmere and industrialists in Kenya have been urged 
to cut their use of ofl by five percent. This would be a major saving to 
the economy, the Deputy Secretary in the Ministry of Energy, Mr W.N. Mbote, 
said. Mr Mbote was refuting allegations that there was a shortage of 
diesel or any other petroleum product in the country. There was a 15-day 
stock in the pipeline, he said. But diesel users, especially construction 
companies, farmers and milling companies, have complained they have not 
been getting normal supplies since early March. The Kenya Coffee Growers 
Association, during their annual meeting, appealed to the Government to 
ensure that essential supplies were available to farmers. Mr Mbote 
explained that any shortage was purely one of distribution. He noted, 
however, that oil supplies from petroleum exporting countries have been 
erratic since 1973. Arbitrary price hikes and oil production decreases by 
some exporting countries had affected Kenya drastically, he said, adding: 
"Kenya cannot control the international situation." The Deputy Secretary 
said 80 percent of Kenya's oil was used for development purposes and that 
the oil bill would go up this year by 30 percent. [Text] [Nairobi DAILY

MOI CRITICIZES FOREIGN COMPANIES--President Moi has attacked some foreign 
companies operating in Kenya for creating artificial shortages aimed at 
"humiliating the Government." Speaking at Nakuru, President Moi said: 
"Wananchi in Nakuru, Eldoret and the whole country are crying for oil but 
do you think there is a shortage?--certainly not. If the oil companies 
are doing this to humiliate my Government we shall see. "There is plenty 
of oil. If they are waiting for prices to be increased, I will not per- 
suade them. I will not hesitate to report to the parent companies on 
these activities," the President added. He told of how one company said 
{t could not produce bottles at the current low prices. "I called this 
man to my office and asked him to explain. He is now producing bottles 
at the old prices,” said the President. The President did not name any 
company. He said he regarded private industry as the Government's partner 
in development.

WAGE AGRELMENT=-The East Africa Industries and the Kenya Chemical Workers' 
Union have signed an agreement under which low grade workers will get a 
monthly salary of 1,004/-. This represents an increase of 91/-, or 10 
percent. The maximum monthly salary for unionizable employees has also 
been increased by 10 percent to 2,515/-. The three-year agreement is 
backdated to July 1, 1979. The minimum monthly salary was increased from 
913/= to 1,004/- and the maximum monthly wages from 2,286/- to 2,515/-. 
According to the agreement, workere will get a further 10 percent wage 
increase in July 1 and another 10 percent increase on July 1, 1981. Women 
employees will be entitled to one month's basic wages on leaving work 
immediately prior to giving birth.

ILLEGAL STRIKERS DISMISSED--The general manager of Crescent Construction 
Company, Mr G.G. Ware, yesterday said the 250 workers who took part in 

"an illegal strike" this week have been dismissed. He said he had communi- 
cated the decision to the workers yesterday in the presence of officials 
from the Ministry of Labor. Mr Ware said he had instructed the company to 
work out the workers’ due and payment is expected to be made early next 
week. Mr Ware said a fresh recruitment of workers will be carried out 

on Tuesday. He said it was expected that 60 percent of the sacked workers 
would be reemployed but they were required to make fresh applications. On 
Thursday, the 250 workers had claimed that their employer had violated a 
directive from the Ministry of Labor for the workers to resume their 
duties. They claimed they were refused entry into their places of working. 
The strike, which started on Wednesday, was the second at the depot this 
month. According to a Press report, a shopsteward was blamed by the Kenya 
Building, Construction and Engineering Allied Trade Union for inciting the 
workers to go on strike.

BREWERIES LABOR AGREEMENT--Employees of Kenya Breweries Ltd. have been 
awarded a 30 percent salary rise to be spread over three years. According 
to a collective agreement signed yesterday, the lowest pay rose from 
1,011/- to 1,112/-. This does not include other fringe benefits. Casual 
workers will be paid at the rate of 30/- per day. The agreement also 
awarded the permanent workers a maximum of 3,000/- per month medical 
allowances for their families. The agreement was signed by the company's 
managing director, Mr G. Tetu, the Personnel Services manager, Maj Marsden 
Madoka, and two other company officials. The general secretary of the 
Kenya Union of Commercial, Food and Allied Workers, Mr Sammy Muhanji, 
signed on behalf of the union, and two other union officials witnessed 
the signing. During a luncheon, hosted by the company, Maj. Madoka under- 
scored the need for industrial understanding. He said the country's wage 
policy aimed at uniformity in salaries. He said it was important for 
workers to realise that inflation affected the firm as much as it affected 
them.

SWAPO PUBLIC MEETING FIRST IN MORE THAN YEAR 
Windhoek THE WINDHOEK ADVERTISER in English 31 Mar 80 p 2 


[Text] Windhoek: About 2,000 Blacks chanted "One Namibia, one Nation" 
and raised fists in power salutes Sunday afternoon at the first public 
meeting in more than a year of SWAPO. 


The meeting was held at the Katutura township here. 


Virtually inactive on the political front since it closed its offices 
here early last year, and with many of its former leaders either in 
detention or out of the country, the organisation has recently showed 
signs of a reawakening. 


It reopened its offices here earlier this month and has started issuing 
statements again. The meeting was the first of a number, according to 
SWAPO's Secretary of Transport, Mr Frans Kambangula. 


Scheduled to start at 2 pm, the proceedings got underway just over half- 
an-hour later amid chanting, singing and fist-clenching. 


At times there were 2,000 people at the meeting, which lasted all after- 
noon. 


Members of the Windhoek Executive of SWAPO of Namibia spoke mainly about 
SWAPO's position with regard to elections in the Territory. 


They said the December 1978 elections had been forced on the people at 
gunpoint. 


Mr Kambangula said the organisation remained committed to UN-supervised 
elections. 


Other speakers said Blacks had been promised better education, housing 
and equal salaries after the December elections but none of these prom- 
ises had been kept. 
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The epeeches were translated into many languages of the territory. There 
were interruptions by people shouting "power" and "One Namibia, one 
nation," 


Camouflaged Black policemen armed with rifles were on duty at the meeting 
and a few Black and White plaindothes policemen were in parked cars nearby. 


However, the meeting was largely peaceful.--SAPA

SWAPO PRESIDENT INTERVIEWED ON INTENSIFICATION OF WAR 
East Berlin HORIZONT in German Vol 13 No 13, 1980 signed to press 24 Mar 80p5 


[Interview with SWAPO President Sam Nujoma by HORIZONT correspondent Heike 
Schneider | 


{Text} HORIZONT: Whereas the progressive forcer in the world are welcoming 
the clear vote of the people of Zimbabwe for the liberation movement, the 
imperialiet-raciet circles are worried about the future of Namibia. According 
to their ideas, elections in Namibia are to take a different turn from those 
in Zimbabwe, that is: against the will of the people. What are your comments 
on the current developmertt of the liberation struggle in Namibia? 


Sam Nujoma: in the eyes of SWAPO, the liberation organization of Namibia, 
the victory of the people of Zimbabwe over the forces of British colonialism, 
raciem and imperialiem is also a victory for the people of Namibia, a victory 
for all of Africa as well as for all progressive forces. There is no 
question that South Africa and ite imperialist allies are using many delaying 
tactics in order to suffocate the liberation struggle of the Namibian people 
which is supported by the international community. Under the leadership of 
SWAPO and PLAN (People's Liberation Army of Namibia) the Namibian people are 
go! co continue with greater intensification the armed struggle against 

the llegal occupation and administration by South Africa. Thus, our SWAPO 
soldiers, who are operating in the entire country, have between 3 December 
1979 and 5 February 1980 put out of commission more than 200 of the enemy 
mercenaries of Pretoria, have shot down three enemy war planes, destroyed 
seven militery trucks of the occupation army, and captured considerable 
quantities of arms and war material. it is our firm decision to intensify 
thie armed liberation struggle as the only effective way to lead our people 
to true freedom and independence. 


HORIZONT: On the other hand, SWAPO is entirely in favor of a peaceful solu- 
tion for the Namibia conflict--for instance the United Nations plan for a 
demilitarized zone along the Namibian border. 


Sam Nujoma: As far as SWAPO is concerned, the project of a demilitarized 
zone is, in principle, only 4 partial aspect of the decolonialization plan 
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of the United Nations for Namibia. This plan, which was accepted by the 
Security Council in the United Nations Resolution 435 tn September 1978, 
ie fully and totally supported by SWAPO, However, it first requires the 
signing of an armietice agreement between SWAPO and racist South Africa, 
Then, there should be the arrival of UNTAG in Namibia, that is the United 
Nations peace-keeping forces, as well as a group of civilians from the 
United Nations in order to begin the decolonialization process in Namibia. 
But before that, the raciat-colonialist suppressive laws in Namibia have to 
be abolished, political prisoners have to be released and a legal return 
to their homeland has to be made possible for Namibians living in exile. 
This ie what we stand for. 


HORIZONT: During their most recent Namibia negotiations with the United 
Nations delegation in Capetown and Windhoek the racists again presented 
new strategies against the project of a demilitarized zone. Their aim is 
to disarm SWAPO, to paralyze it. The newest idea of imperialist diplomacy 
is now culminating in the absurd demand to include Angolan counterrevolu- 
tionaries and proimperialist UNITA separatists of Zavimbi in the plan for 
a demilitarized zone. What do you say to these tricks? 


Sam Nujoma: SWAPO is fully conscious of the fact that there is a dangerous 
conspiracy between racist South Africa and its imperialist helpers with the 
purpose of forcing SWAPO to give up. But I want to state categorically: 
SWAPO will never give up. The imperialists and their client South Africa 
would like to create the impression on the international scene that the 
counterrevolutionaries of UNITA have control of all parts of the southern 
Angolan territory. The truth is that UNITA bandits are being trained and 
logistically supported by the racist South African occupation army inside 
Namibia and also by reactionary officers and military personnel of the 
former Portuguese colonial fascist army and, not lastly, by international 
mercenaries. These are the real facts. We also know that the apartheid 
siate and its army are training Namibian puppets who because of personal 
power motives and privileges let themselves be abused as instruments against 
the will of the Namibian people. But there is no doubt that all these 
attempts to disarm SWAPO patriots and liberation fighters are useless and 
will fail. We shall never be disarmed; we shall continue to fight until 
final victory is achieved.

Andreas Shipanga. 


The essence of Ellison's article is that uranium exports from SWA to 
Western Europe could well be cut off if Nujoma comes to power. 


"So how sure can we (the British) be that Roesaing will continue to meet 
our vital energy needs over the next 20 years?,"” he aske. 


Roesaing is the biggest uranium mine in the world and produces 5,000 tons 
of uranium oxide a year, fueling the major nuclear power stations of Bri- 
tain, France and West Germany. 


"In energy terms Roessing is a mini oil state,” Ellison writes. “Its 
uranium is equal to about 500 million barrels of oil--two thirds of our 
total yearly consumption.”

|\Text| Dakar--Two leaders of the so-called "clandestine" faction of the 
African Independence Party (PAI, an extreme left Senegalese group, another 
branch of which does enjoy legal status), Messrs Amath Dansokho and Maguete 
Thiam, as well as six of their partisans, were presented in court on Monday 
1? March in Dakar by the police, who had apprehended them last weekend for 
allegedly having reconstituted a dissolved organization. They were to be 
released temporarily on Tuesday until a trial can be held. They could be 
sentenced to a maximum of two months in prison. 


Mr Amath Dansokho has lived mostly in Prague for the last several years, 
where he has been collaborating on the NOUVELLE REVUE INTERNATIONALE. Mr 
Maguete Thiam, with an agregation degree in physics, teaches at the Univer- 
sity of Dakar. He also plays a very active role in the Unique and Democratic 
Union of Teachers in Senegal (SUDES); and, with Mr Mamadou Dia, he edits the 
monthly opposition periodical ANDE SOPI ("Unite for Struggle"). 


The detainees are supposed to have publicly incited to strike last week in 
their capacities as members of an unrecognized political party. They were 
allegedly trying to influence industrial workers in a company located in 

a Dakar suburb. 


Last October, Prof Cheikh Anta Diop, leader of another illegal group, the 
National Democratic Rally (RND) was also arrested for similar reasons. 
However, he has not yet come to trial, and Mr Diop was recently able to 
travel abroad even though he was under indictment.

ARMY TO DOUBLE IN SIZE--The Senegalese army will be increased by half, to 
15,000 men, over the next few years, This was announced in a message to the 
nation by President Senghor during the National day celebrations on April 4. 
He said the proportion of the budget devoted to the army would rise from the 
present 13 percent to 15 percent, It was part of a reorganisation plan which 
would make it more efficient, the President said. He also announced that the 
recovery plan, outlined by the Prime Minister last December, would include a 
drastic reduction in imports to make up for years of deficits, deterioration 
in terms of trade and 10 years of drought. President Senghor said the greatest 
national problem for the remainder of this century would be the fight against 
desertification. Senegal planned to plant 10,000 hectares of trees every year 
until 30 percent of the country would be forest, he said. Over the next 40 
years, the building of 13 dams would enable the irrigation of some half-a- 
million hectares of double-cropped land, he added.

[Text] We can say that the occasion was unique: 13,500 representatives of 
all the workers, the elite of the working class, who received diplomas of 
honor for the work they performed.

This serenity, this calm sincerity are kept when nearly every day the SDR 
is subjected to air attacks which not only violate its sovereignty, but 
also cause loss of life and property, while the press and international 
public opinion remain silent. Is this because the world has become 
accustomed to continuous violations of principles and agreements, to the 
horrors that occur everywhere? Perhaps. It is more likely, however, that 
Somalia, as always, is the victim of the private interests of third parties 
and is punished because it is no one's pawn and could, therefore, become 
a “bad” example for the rest of the world. No matter: the Somali people 
continue on their own usual way, and through the mouth of its president, 
Somalia has, once again, clarified its position vis-a-vis friends and foes 
alike. 


It should be clear to everyone that the Somali nation and its people will 
never allow anyone to trample on their dignity and sovereignty.

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GROUP OF WOUNDED PF GUERRILLAS FLOWN HOME 
Salisbury THE SUNDAY MAIL in English 20 Apr 80 p 4 


(Text) A group of 68 war wounded ZANIA and ZIPRA guerillas, including seven 
vomen, arrived by air from Mosambique last week, They were among the 
thousands of jubilant Zimbabweans who cheered wildly as the independence 
flag wae raised at the Rufaro Stadium in Salisbury at midnight on Thureday. 


"Wow we can see what we have fought for,” shouted one man on crutches. He 
wae seated next to 4 one-armed man who was thumping «4 friend next to hie on 
the back. 


Most of the group were amputees. Some used crutches and some were part ly 
blind or deaf, including two former women fighters. 


During an earlier interview with the group on Thureday when they were taken 
to the Social Services Repatriation Camp in the grounds of Harare Hospital 
in Saliebury, many showed initial eusepicion and bewilderment. 


After yeare of fighting and then @onthe in hospital in camp at Beira, they 
atrived in Salisbury by air and were obviously not sure what conditions in 
their home country were like now. 


fut after the warden at the repatriation camp at Harare liospital, Mr Thome 
Vueabume, introduced me and « photographer to the leader, Commander Fidelis 
Masango (29), most of them relaxed and talked « little. 


There were 79 gen, seven young women and one child in thie first group of 
ceturning guerillas. All hed been wounded in che war. 


Commander Pidelie said: "We are only 4 emall group. There were 560 injured 
eoldiere in the Beire camp when we left on Wednesday. Wow we would like to 
eee our other comrades come back here soon.” 


tte enid hie home wae in the Port Victoria area, but he hed left it some time 
ago to join fighters “scross the border.” 
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A young woman, Yeukai Tasangana (21), and her friend Maidei Watangese, aleo 
21, said they hoped to see their homes “When it is possible.” 


Yeukal comes from Mount Darwin and Maidel from Mrewa, 


They were taciturn and would not say how long they had been in the field, 
both had been wounded in bombing raide. 


Yeukal te partly deaf and Maidel has lost one eye, 


"But now we can sleep quietly. We have done our work and we are very happy 
to be back in free Zimbabwe," said Commander Fidelis on Thursday. 


"Tonight we have been given special seate at Rufaro to see our flag go up. 
We have waited and suffered for long for freedom," 


A spokesman for the Department of Social Services, which cares for the group 
at the repatriation camp, said that some of the wounded were «till under 
medical treatment at Harare Hospital. 

"We shall do our best to arrange for their rehabilitation and to find work 


for them if possible. Moet of them will go back to their homes and families,” 
he said,
